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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The claimed stabilizer cannot be found in the prior art. The specification gives no 
guidance how to make this stabilizer. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1's "provides with" is not understood. 

The structure of claim 3's stabilizer cannot be determined. Applicant should 
provide a structure for this compound in the remarks of the next response. 

Claim 5's "plastic antioxidant" is not understood. Antioxidants are normally low 
molecular weight compounds. Therefore, antioxidants are not normally considered 
"plastic". 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 ,2 and 4-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chung 2002/01 15762 in view of Sakashita '801 or Calkins '288 or Calkins '706. 

Chung exemplifies (table 1) blends of polycarbonate, titanium dioxide, a stilbene 
derivative etc. The stilbene derivative is believed to correspond to applicant's 
brightener. The stilbene derivative can be used in amounts of 0-1 parts (paragraph 44). 
In addition, stabilizers, antioxidants and dyes can be included (paragraph 45). Chung 
does not give amounts for the stabilizers. 

Sakashita (col 11 line 55), Calkins '288 (col 1 line 41) and Calkins '706 (col 1 
line 60) each provide typical amounts of stabilizer when used in polycarbonate 
compositions. It would have been obvious to employ the stabilizers in Chung in the 
typical amounts known to those of ordinary skill. 

Claims 1,2 and 4-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barren '360 in view of J2002003710 or J2002284978. 

Barren exemplifies (table 1) blends of polycarbonate, stabilizers, titanium dioxide 
and other materials. In addition, optical brighteners, dyes (col 13 line 7), and 
antioxidants (col 12 line 46) can be included. Barren does not give amounts of 
brightener. 

The two secondary references teach brighteners can be used in polycarbonate 
compositions in amounts up to 1%. It would have been obvious to use the brighteners in 
Barren in amounts of up to 1%. 
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Claims 1 and 4-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
J200201 9065 in view of J200200371 0. 

J2002019065 exemplifies blends of polycarbonate, titanium dioxide, Uvitex OB (a 
brightener), high density polyethylene and other additives. Stabilizers such as UV 
absorbers and antioxidants can be included (paragraph 19). The reference does not 
specify the acceptable range of brightener amounts. 

J2002003710 suggests brighteners such as Uvitex OB can be used in 
polycarbonate compositions in amounts up to 1%. Also, J2002003710 suggests UV 
stabilizers in amounts of 0.05-2%. It would have been obvious to include up to 1 % • 
brightener in the J2002019065 for the expected advantages.
